Wooden "Buildings Owned by Brown 


Bros. Destroyed. 


Fire was discovered at about ehvcn 


o'clock Saturday night In the rear of 
the Holzschuh meat market. 
An 


alarm was sent in and the lire de- 
partment 
Immediately responded. 


At llrst the new electric pump was 
at work doing good work but not suf- 
tlclont for an emergency like a lire. 
Tho two steam pumps wore soon go- 
Ing and later the paper mill pump 
was called into service; eight large 
streams being thrown on ;tho blaze, 
which soon extinguished It but not 
until tho Interiors of the three build- 
Ings wore completely destroyed. Over 
the moat market were the dress 
making parlors and living apartments 
of the Missus Qulnlan. 
The other 


two buildings were one story and 
were occupied by Miss Qulnlan's 
Millinery Store and BarlPs Restau- 
rant. Mr. Holzschuh carried $000.00 
Insurance on his meat market stock. 


Tho Misses Qulnlan, has 8700.00 on 


household effects and $700.00 on mil- 
linery stock. A. Barll had no insur- 
ance, his policy having expired recent- 
ly. Ho places his loss at *1500. The 
three buildings, owned by the Brown 
Bros, had an Insurance of 8UOO.OO. 
They wore old wooden buildings of 
one story except the one occupied by 
the Meat Market, which was two 
story, but Insurance docs not cover 
tho loss. Peter Egloff suffered Incon- 
veniences from water and smoko and 
Buck's Clothing House had consider- 
able water in their basement. At one 
time It looked as though the lire 
would make a clean sweep south but 
the combined efforts of water and 
men on the roofs near by, prevented.

CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATION, 


BIG FACTORY FOR BERLIN. 


To Build Electric Equipment of Various 


Kinds. 


The movement to secure for Berlin 


the O. C. Irwln factory has been com- 
pleted and already 975,000 of the stock 
has been subscribed. 
Work on tho 


buildings Is to start immediately. 
Tho plant will build electric equip- 
ment, generators, transformers, etc. 


The present generator In use by the 


Berlin Heating, Lighting and Power 
company is claimed to be the largest 
over built by the Atlas people and IH 
one of the products which will here- 
after be built by tho new Berlin com- 
pany. It carries a heavy load for tho 
Berlin Institution, 
supplying 
tho 


street, arc and resident lights for the 
entire city, as well as commercial 
power for several factories, Including 
four glove shops, one shoe shop, as 
well as the entire power for the Ber- 
lin granite quarries. 
Besides the 


power and light the company supplies 
central 
heat for more than two 


hundred residences, being the only 
plant similar in its scope, that Is op- 
crated in Wisconsin outside of Mil- 
waukee, except LaCrosse and Ken- 
osha. 


Great things aro expected from 


this new factory, which will employ 
many men. Two other factories are 
also receiving the attention of Berlin 
capital.—Free Press. 


RATS AND THE PLAGUE. 


If there were any doubt that rats 


are the chief means for the transmis- 
sion of tho germs of the bubonic 
plague, It would be removed by the 
experience of San Francisco. Tho 
plague there, which was assuming 
menacing proportions a few months 
ago, has been almost eradicated by 
tho energetic measures taken by the 
state and federal medical authorities 
for tho Willing of rats. Only seven 
coses of the plague were reported In 
tho month W December, and the year 
closed with only three cases remain- 
Ing under treatment in the Isolation 
hospital. During the last four months 
about 130,000 rats have been killed. 
Of these 11,31)1 were examined by 
bacteriologists for plague, and 100 
wore found to be Infected. The total 
number of eases qf the plague up to 
the clow of tho year was l.'itli death*, 
Bovtinty-throoi ourod, sixty: remain- 
Ing under treatment, throo. It 
In a 


good thing to bo rid of tho rats any- 
way, plague or no plague.—New Kn- 
gland Journal.
